They were called together by a certain Isaac Shallcross who, together with 
four others (including a doctor, a lawyer and two small manufacturers) be- 
came leader in a movement to enable-each of these men to throw off the yoke 
of the landlord and to raise a roof of his own over the heads of his family. 
There was drama that night . . . the simple, unconscious drama of great 
accomplishment. 


Let us picture the scene . . . the rude room of the tavern .. . the 
jovial proprietor, old Thomas Sidebotham, bustling about, delighted with this 
night’s business. Tall uncertain shadows hover beyond reach of the candle- 
light that gives yellow illumination to determined faces, to an all-important 
document, to a patient quill pen awaiting opportunity to aid with the signa- 
tures. All but one could sign his name. 


It was agreed each should pay five dollars into a community fund. Thereafter 
every month the sum of three dollars would be paid toward an ultimate ac- 
cumulation which, with profits added, would total five hundred dollars. This 
was enough to buy or build a comfortable dwelling in 1831.
